a new method, or,more eſpecially, a 
Sir Forma! Fieoa;mntich, muit be 
Chair-#21,) He is fallly convicted of 
this, or that Felony on himlelt ; 
and, moſt commonly it his Crime 
or .Diſeaſe be great , 1s ſentencd 

* todie,and to be executed by tying a 
Halter about his Arm, and afterward 
to be ſtabb'd in it with a Lancer, 
to draw off ſo much Bloud , until he 
be Herring-dead. Another way of 
execution they uſe, is to 1mpale the 
A 4 Sufferer 
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S#fferer with a Machine of Box or 
Ivory , being in nothing different _ 
from a Clyſter-pipe ; and this to be 
uſed ſo oft, until 1t comes out at 
his mouth : or, if this fails, to order 
{ſuch 14 YVoiſize Drenches to be pour- 
ed down his throat , which may do 
them the good ſervice to ſtifle the 
Sufferer's ( aura Vitalis) vital flame 
in a few days. The Suferer, ſince 
it is for Treaſon he hath committed 
againſt himſelf, after he is dead, 
(it's well, 1f, to make ſure work, 
it 15 not done before ) 1s to be quar- 
terd, (which in their phraſe, is 
called opeaing the Body, ) and his 
Bowels taken out, under pretence of 
making inſpeQion what Diſeaſe the 
Sfferer dyed of ; but, 1n truth, it's 
more oft to be ſatisfied in theetffeQs 
of their bleedings, and deleterious | 
Draughts, ani which of the Noble 
Parts were moſt injured. But , leſt 
you ſhould ſuſpe& this Paragraph a 
Burleſque of Partiality . which re 
vera 1s the greateſt Truch, it ſhall

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be made plain to you from their 
undue way of Education, and con- 
firmed Ignorance, thus impolin 
upon the Vulgar., by the-ttrengt 
of a pretended Priviledge, and their 
mutual combination to defraud the 
unwary of their Lives, I {hall leave 
this ſubject a while, and proceed on- 
the fore-mentioned Sufferer's Cale. 
$ 5. He was ſurprized on Satur- 


day ( preceding the Bills) upon 


drinking a large draught cf 4or:1d- 
Ale, to quench his droughth, 
( which his walking into a ſweat in 
avery hotday had much augmented) 
with a coldneſs and {hivering, Gic- 
neſs at his Stomach, pain in his 
Head, and wearineſs all over his 
Body, whith in ſome few hours 
turnd into a ſmart or viotent heat; 
whereunto, upon ſome interval of 
time, a moderate Swear was fubſe- 
quent, His Orin did not exceedthe 
colour of Amber , and the Sediment 
thin and ſcattered ; His Reſpiration 
anſwered his Pulſe, which wes 
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ſome what ſwift, large and high, 
and not very unequal 1n motion ; 
His Age was ſome few years be- 
yond Forty, which, together with 
the ſoundneſs of his Entrails, his 
carnous, plethorick , hail and vi- 
gorous Conſtitution , feem'd ſtrong 
enough to have ſtruggld with a far 
greater Diſeaſe , than this ordinary 
Autumanal Diſtemper. 

It was namedby his men of Phyſick, 
the new Diſeaſe: a name of ignorance, 
or their accuſtomed A/y/uz ig 207 43- 
zie, to which they take their refuge, 
when they know not what the Di- 
leaſe is, cr what to call it.

rance, Avarice, and Barbarian rer- 
verſity of fome Phyiicians, whem 
AUtLAOrtY 
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termed zew : whereas, the gentle 
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Authority and Law do ſhelter from 
all manner of Accuſations , Scandal, 
or Reproach. 

The matter of this Paragraph is 
not ſo intricate , but you may eaſily 


be inducedgo believe, that where ſo 
many Thagffands do. yield their laſt 
Breath to. Mſeaſes, in themſelves 


not mortal, it muſt be imputed to 
errour in. judgment of your Phyſi- 
cian ; which, how frequent-that 
is, an inſtance or twoof ſome vogued 
Phyſicians will render a ſatisfaction 
more ample. It was Dr. B. Pr.of C— 
Ca perſon ijnfficiently known) who 
gave me the recital of this following 
Caſe, at. the houſe of Mr. 7. 2M. 
Surg. -. A Gentleman, mov'd 
through care for the recovery of his 
{ neither ſick nor well) Daughter, 
was Fapsd into. that ſtupidity of 
lenſe, as to.believe it was 1n the capa- 
city of Dr.— to reſtore her : Upon 
notice given-him , he appears at the 
Bed-ſide of the Sufferer, where 
feeling her Pulſe: large. and quick, 

and. 
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and diſcerning her Skin ſprinkl'd 
with a num-.ron« rrali; of red 5pots 
and Blorches, very gravely pronoun- 
ces his immature deliberation ; 
( viz.) Thit the Sufferer 9 Life 
was in more thin ordinary danger; 
throuah the almoſt Peſtilential aa- 
lonity thit her treat Feavor mani- 
feſted by thiſ® red Tokens i: There- 
fore time w?s to be taken by the 
fore-top, and ile immediately to. 
take her recourſe to ſtrong Cordials, 
a great many Bed-cloaths.,, and a 
warm Room, to expel the malignity.. 
So imminent a Danger, ſuch great 
Remedies, offter'd by ſo eminent a 
Phyſician, (obo! ) could not but 
be. recompenced by a. great Fee. 
The prevalence of theſe Phylick- 
bulls acquired no other repute, than 
maintaining the Diftemper in the 
ſame tone and tenour, or rather, 
adding to it what they moſt feared: 
which gave occaſion. to the ſollict- 
tous Parent of the tender Matron, 
_ vpona fortuitous meeting of Dr. B: 


( the: 
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( the Relator of theſe ) to exhibit 
his complaint of the rudeneſs of 
the Diſtemper, and the inefficacy 
of Medicines. The DoCtor , upon a 
full hearing of the circumſtances, 
found he had no cauſe for condo- 
ling, but rather congratulating him, 
in the ſecure eſtate his Daughter was 
in ; inlinuating, that the hazard 
of the Diteaſe was much leſs, than 
of the Remedies preſcribed by the 
dictates of a deceived opinion in 
the firſt DoCttor, of the Diſeaſe, 
and its malignity ; the Diſtemper 
Proving no other than a diariz plu- 


rium dierum, Or a froris Sraoxha' 


imputris, ( commonly fo called 
among practical Authors) occatio- 
ned by the ebullition of a plethoriclk 
maſs of humours , which being by 
frequent rapid motions and pulſa- 
tions too much rarined and ſubtilia- 
ted, overflowed the banks of 1ts 
Veſſels, and being diffuſed into the 
minute-creeks of the ambient Crrzs, 
(or Skin) appeared in the ſhap's 

OW. 
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of the recited Spots and Blotches ; 
delerving no other name than meer 
'  effloreſcencies of the Skin. In con- 
ſequenceof this Theory,the praCtick 
, - wasealily chalk*d out; (vis. ) That 
' _ the kindling and inflaming Corgial- 
\ . Spirits were to be abandoned, the 
great burthen of Coverlets taken 
oft, and the temperature of the Air 

in the Room moderated ; the ſucceſs 
whereof was manifeſted in a ſudden 
recovery of her former health, tothe 
great diſzppointment of io contrary 
courle as was ordered by the other.

This 
you are to {waliow, and to render 
your Body the ſubject, whereout he 
is todig his experience.,at the colt of 
' your Health, Life, and Eſtate. When 
by hisBook-applications he {hall thus 
have brought your crazy Tenement 
(and,probably,of Hundreds more,)to 
the ground, the World that conſiſts 
chiefly of the Vulgar, will then, 
; from the calculation of his nume- 
rous experience , ( though never 
{0 unfortunate ) entitle him 2 moſ# 
stilful Dodtor , and in flocks volun- 
tarily ſurrender their Bodies to his 
torture. Lizewiſe the Rich and No- 
ble, who take the meaſures of their 
ſentiments of the Phyſicians capacity 
from the crowd of his buſineſs, (that 
profeſſion being wholly out of the

$ 9. In concluſion, the foremen- 
tioned School and Academick In- 
ſtitutes (though abſolutly neceſſary) 
without which none can arrive tothe

Phyſician ; yet thereby is little ad- 
vanced, beyond the Verge of a ſpe- 
culative man, and ſo. notwithſtand-

There- 
fore that which 1s the Soul of a 
Phyſician , and animates thoſe pre-

But the matter 1s not wnch : the 
greater part of humanity ( I ſhould 
lay inhumanity ) not deſerving a 
good Medicine, Method, or Care 
of a good Phyſiclan.

Of the ſpecions and falſe pretences of 
Anatemical Phyſicians ; alſo of the 
CU/e and Aburſe of Anatomy. 


$ 1.  \ Bſervation fperks this 

B truth ; He that duelleth 
a long time upon any particular in- 
troduttory part of Phyſick . {eldom 
or never arrives to a couliderable 
proficiency in his Art ; fo that He 
that ſhall ( beyond the neceſſary and 
competent knowledge in Anatomy, 
Botany, &*c. ) Trifle away that 
ſeaſon, wherein a young <tudents 
intelleQuals are in thcir prime and 
vigour, upon mangling of Piggs, 
Cats, Dogs, and Plncks ; or apon 
gazing and wuzling ſeven years 
upon a Hedge, Ditch, or Banks- 
fide, to enquire for new Faces of 
Plants and Herbs, which the petu- 
jancy <f the Earth doth thrult torth, 
to 
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to conſume its excrementitious MO1- | 


ſture, and ſulphurous Sweats, and 


thereout form ſuch Herbs, which |, 
Nature never intended for the. 


health of man , but probably for 
Garniture of the Fields, or to poiſon 


Worms, Moles, Flyes , and other | a 


InſeQts, that deſtroy Corn, Roots, 
Herbs and ſuch Vegetables, which 


God hath provided for humane uſe. * 


I ſay, that neither out of ſuch an 
Anatomiſt, or ſuch a Botaniſt, 


ſeldom or never grew a good Phy- 
ſitian ; no otherwiſe than one who | 


has amuſed himſelf with -the Phi- 


loſophy of Colours, Lights, Opticks, | 


Penſils, and Pruſhes, to an exceſſive 
wafte of his time, and -applyethrhim- 
ſelf to drawing of Figures, and 
afterwards to Painting ; this Phanta- 
ftique muſt neceſſarily miſs his aim 
of ever being a Painter , or Limner ; 
becauſe the time, wherein his parts 


were moſt capable of improvement, 


was negleQed, and diverted by a 
curiolity of attaining a knowledge, 
beyond 
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| beyond what was neceſſary for his 
Art. | 
, þ&F 2. But to ſpeak in terms more 
plain ; the necellary point of Ana- 
comy conſiſts chiefly 1n the tempe- 
' rament, Figure, Situation, connexion, 
action, and uſe of the parts ; and 
not in ſuperfluous, incertain, and 
probably falſe, and indemon{trable 
niceties , prattiſed by thoſe, thar 
flea Dogs and Cats, dry , roaſt, 
» bake, parboil, ſteep in Vinegar, 
Lime-water , or aq#a fortis, Livers, 
Lungs, Kidneys, Calves brains, or 
any other entrail, and afterwards 
g4Ze On little particles of them 
through a Microſcope, and what- 
ever falſe appearances are glanced 
into their eyes, theſe to obrrude to 
the World jn Print, to no other 
end, than to bezet a beitet in people, 
that they who have {5 profoundly 
dived into the botiomlels pores of 
the parts, muit undeniably be killed 
p in curing their diitempers ; wiere- 
|| as tnole pretended Anatomical Phy- 
B [1-1405, 
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{icitans, who have fo belabourd, and 
torturd the particular parts, are ge- 
ncrally the leaſt knowing in the 
whole body of Anatomy ; and the 
Situation , Connexion,and Action of 
the parts. On the other hand, there 
is icarce any Phyſician,who hath had 
a due education beyond Sea , but 1s 
abundantly more knowing ( even 
beyond wiat is neceſſary ) in the 
Aratomy Cf all the parts of the body 
of man, than any of theſc particular 
pretenders. 

$ 3. I would enquire, what doth 
it ſignify to. aſſert , that all Muſcles 
have two bellies , or are biventered ? 
Which is falſe, and the erroneous 
appearance proceeded , either from 
over-boyling the Dogs Muſcles (and 
then many more Bellies might have 
appeared or was occaſioned by diſle- 
&ting an old withered Curr , whoſe 
Muſcles are generally full of wrin- 
cies, which might have been ta- 
ken for {o inany vexters of Mulcles 
Ly ſuch an Anatomult. 


And 
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And what doth it import, to lay 
claim to the invention of Transfuſion 
of Sheeps bloud into the Veins of 
a Man (though diſcovered long be. 
fore ) or to meaſure what propor- 
tion of bloud paſſed the Heart 1n a 
quarter of an hour ? Which compu- 
tation mult likewiſe prove falſe, in 
regard the blood doth not always 
pals equally , and ſome men abound 

n blood much more than others. 

My opinion is, that the Studying 
the Anatomy of all the parts of the 
body, as much as 1s neceſlary, the 
being well grounded in the Inſtitutes 
ot Phylick, Surgery, Pharmacy, and 
Chymiitry, and the frequenting 
Hoſpitals abroad under the conduct 
of experienced Profeſiors , to manu- 
duck him as it were into Practice ; 
this I fay, would have been a way 
much more honclt, and ingenuous, 
than by a ſpectous pretence in Ana- 
tomy , ( being very deficient 1n the 
other parts of Yhytick ) to 1nſnare 
and decoy the unwary vulgar, and 


? 
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others, to defraud them of their mo- 
ney, and too oft through unskilful- 
neſs to rune their Health , deſtroy 
their bodies, and at laſt whirl'em 
out of their lives. And yet to my 
great amazement , with ſatisfaction 
co their Friends and Viſliters, 1maglt- 
ning that their death was inevitable, 
ſince the Anatomical Doctor was 
here concerned, (though ) ifat the 
ſame time, a real accompliſht Phy- 
fician had procured their Recovery, 
is would have been judged a Diſtem- 
per eaſily curable ; ſo that you may 
hereby diſcern, ſome Phyſicians get 
a greater reputation by killing, than 
otners by curing. But this ſhall be 
evidently proved to you, 12 the pro- 
orefs of this diſcourſe, where I ſhall 
particularly inftance the dangerous 
and unwarrantable methods of Phy: 
fick now in uſe.

The 
Sufferer they tound gave good Milk, 
and therefore theſe Heroes fail'd not 
coming for their Cream morning 
and evening. The Patient now grown 
dubious to what ſhoar his Argo- 
»aute deligned him, did readily 
bend his ear to a ſhe-viliter, that 
diſplay'd the colours moſt admicably 
in favour of a Qnidam Dofor , that 
cured moſt deſperate Diſeaſes by 
method and Remedies contrary to 
the opinion of all others. Didfum 
faftnn , a Coach brings him imme- 
diately, who (by the confederacy 
of the Female Legate) could, upon 
examining his Urine and Pulſe , ar 
ſight give him a ſcheme of all his 
Pains, Symptoms , and Diſtempers, 


even to the ſurpriſe of the wealthy 


Seignior. The Remedies which were 
too much in vogue among the Gang 
of Phylicians , he knew full well, 

could 
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Could be no other than hot burning 
Cordials, fuch as plague-Water, 
Spirit of Harts- Hor , and that 
choaking , ſtinking Spirit of Pils. 
Theſe had inflamed and {harpned 
his Bloud , tnmbled and ruMNed his 
| Spirits, and nonariſht his Diſtem- 
' + per ; But be afſured Sir, I will cure 
'you in as ſhort a time, as I did 
Mr. ſuch, and ſuch, whohad been 
i] handled in the fame Diſtemper; 
Therefore draw back your Curtains, 
throw off the Blanckers , and ſer 
, open the Windows, you want 
Air, you are ſtifled ; clear the Ta- 
ble of all thoſe Viols and Galley- 
pots ; your Blond needs Ventila- 
tion , Contemperation, and Dalcifi- 
cation ; your Spirits muſt be quieted, 
ſmoothed, and allayed. Here © 
ſerve, the courſe is fteered dja- 
metrically contrary, heating Me- 
dicines are to be changed for coolers, 
Alcalies for Acid*s , and cxalters of 
the S-/ph»rof theBlayafor/Varcoricks 
Inſtead of thoſe fieky Comfor- 
C 4] tcrs, 
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ters,[ do recommend. P7ppiz or a Le- 
m9n-Poſſet, and a delicious Tinture 
of Roſes ; take ſometimes a draught 
of the one, and ſometimes of the 
other ; every ſecond night drink 
two or three Spoonfuls of this aps : 
peaſing Cordial upon going to Bed, 
it will compoſe you to reſt, and 
allay the tumult of your Spirits. The 
iſſac proved ſucceſsful. His Vomiting |. 
was repelled, his drought extinguiſht, 
appetite reſtored, and ſtrength 
{ſo recovered, that in a Fortnight 
the dying Te/tator was congratula- 
ted in the Streets by thoſe , that ac- 
cidently met him, of his wonderful 
retrieve out of the Jaws of Orcs. 
But it's to be remarqued , that this 
courſe was firſt intimated by one 
Major 7. and privately carried 
to the Dr, who did not want craft 
to make 1t his own, and by ſome 
fly alteration wholly appropriate it

p:e of ©onletence, ſhall out of ava- 
rice Prove Renegadoes ( Srelius hoy- 
readim |) from the Divine _ 
cites to the exerciſe of Phy ſick, 
EX xpeCation of having all their As- 
3 5s to be their Patients, are of 
all mankind to be abominated, as 
being wholy incapable to arrive to 
the leaſt competency in that Art, 
where ſo long Study and Experience 
are required. And certainly thoſe that 
make uſe of ſuch a R- neoads Phy- 
fician,upon a ſentiment,that God Al- 
mighty wil give a pecuitar Ble{hng 
tothe endeavours of his guond ar; Ser- 
vant, who in rcality appears to be a 2l 
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meer Atheiſt, make a falle conclu- 
fion, ſince Divine luſtice cannot be 
{uppoſed, to return any other than 
malediQHion, and contulion upon the 
undertakings of a!l inch , that {hall 
exchange his Eternal Celeſtial Re: 
ward fora Tranfitory Worid!ySalary. 

$ 5. If you look for a plain de- 
monſtration of the preceding Pa- 
ragraph, behold here 1s one out 
of many. A Renegade Phytician in 
the Patrowl of his officious Viſits, 
drops into the Houſe of a noted 
Paijater , who upon the uſual Com- 
plement of, how does your Fnib and ? 
was thankfully anſwered by the 
Wite, he had been attacked by an 
Age , bur at preſent his Fits were ſo 
much abated by the benefit of Na- 
ture, (a gentle looſeneſs of three 
or four Stools a day , carrying off 
the humour as ſte thought , ) thar 
chey were ſcarce perceptible. Here 
in the declination of the Diſeaſe, 
thought the Rexegad?, was an on- 
portunity of getting Reputation , 
an 
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and therefore in imitation of the Ser- 
peat, tertia Geneſis, Teduces the wo- 
man into the opinion, that the 
Az 7e-fits would ſoon re-aſſume their 
former vigour , unleſs ſome proper 
Remedy was taken , wholly ro ex- 
{:rpate. them , and that ſuch a Se- 
cret he was Maſter of, which in the 
time of aH7x/z5Doxizs did infallibly 
cure all intermittent Fewvers. Theſe 
words falling with ſuch a zeal from 
the counterfeit holyman,induced the 
woman ( on whom as on all others, 
the Imperative Mood doth devyolve, 
during the [ater-reonnum of the Hus- 
bands ſickneſs) to uſe her coercive 
power upon her fick Painter , who 
miſt and ſhould take , whatever he 
preſcribed. Six Doſes of the Je/uzts 
P:wicr formed into Pills, were 
mark'd down tobe ſwallowed, Eight 
Pellets every four hours. The ſe- 
cond cxhibition dammed up his 
I ooſeneſs, and conſequently the 
Fits were raiſed to a higher pitch 
than ever, Notwithſtanding the re- 

maining 
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maining Doſcs were adviſed with a 
coatinuando, which ſtopping all the 
avenues of Nature, and forcing 
thoſe excrementitious humours, that- 
Nature before had ſeparated , and 
thrown to the Guts , into the grear 
Veſlels, the intermittent was now 
turned into a continual Feaver , at- 
tended with a great drought, black 
Tongue , delirinm, low Pulte, cc. 
This boiſtrous Hurricane threatning 
nothing but Shipwrack of the De- 
cumbents lite, and the Reputation 
of the Revolted Divine : to ſave 
the latter, he calls in the great 
Warden of the Faculty, who to 
recompence the courtefie the Rexc- 
gade had done him , 1n giving him 
the occaſion of getting a Pi/tol- Fee, 
could do no leſs , then on. the ſpot 
immediately to naturalize his ſpu- 
rious Practice into Legiiimate , by 
declaring, that what had been d1- 
rected by that worthy Phyſician , 
nothing could be better , nothing 
more proper. Now the Plylick 
Doctor - 
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Doctor having received Pardon and 
Abſolution from the P:2zz Me- 
dicorum , both agree in a conſult to 
give the Patient the laſt Union by 
their joynt-preſcription of Cordials, 
and rhe D/aſiarfios gargle ; ( by this 
you know who was Pope } to dilim- 
bogue his Throat, that was cram'd 
up with tough viicous humours , 
forced up by the Pane Bark ; 
though wich a »oz oftazte,in two or 
three days the ſiifferer bids 'em both 
Bens ncbes, This was a Scene ſo 
Tragical , that the poor Painter 
never yet had expreſſed upon Can- 
vas, and leſs dream'd, he ſhould 
have been the principal Actor on 
the Phyſicians T hearze. 

d 6. Can it be imagined,thart one 
who had for ſeveral years moun- 
ted the Pulpic, ſhould to increaſe 
his Fame in Phyſick, be guilty of 
{o palpable an Impoſture, as to 
aſſert publickly , that by giving ſix 
grains of S:/t of Amber, he had 
cauſed a Droplical Patient to piſs

Of falſ- Methods of Phlick in alien 
Fevers, 27eat and Small Pox. 


$1.” F© He Anſwer Capivac made 

to his Polonicn Scholar, 
demanding his ſecrets in Phyſlick, 
that he ſhould read his Method, and 
then he would have his ſecrets, is by 
many a Drone drawn into ſuch con- 
{cquence, thar he conceives himſelf 
abundantly DoCtorated , when he 
{ſhall have muzzled ſome tew months 
in the Inſtitutes of Phylick, wherein 
the Methodirs Medenadi 15 that part, 
which puffs him up, and makes his 
fingers itch to be doing with the 
unfortunate Sick, that {hall become 
his firſt Patients. As then, 1o ever 
afcer he is ſtrongly opinionated, _ 
tne 
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the Method of applying thoſe incon- 
fiderable ſtumps. of Medicines and 
Reinedies , decipher*'d in his- Fer- 
#:1i:z5 or S-anertus, 18 the Crown 
of the work, which muſt, and 
will advance him to be the #rchia- 
ter of the Town. It 1s in this, that 
one Fool doth valu* himſzeit above 
the other, becauſe Þis Method is 
different, and conſequen:ly in his 
opinitreneſs better, Hereat I will 
g1y7ecyoua talt, that muſt necurily 
dif retihall ingenious Palates. The 
receivedMethod of courting cont nu 
al putrid Feavers, which plcacs an 
antiquity or above two thoutſind 
years, was not long fince not to 
little ſcorned by a Phyſician of the 
faculty , as his newly invented one 
mach extolied, and- the imitation 


Teco:;mmended to all others, though 


by me no lels admired, for nor kil- 
ling the Patient, being attended with 
a continual Feaver in the third clt- 
macterick of his age , whoſe ſymp- 
toms, as a Dcliinmn, very biack 

Tongue, 
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. Tongue, inſatiible drought , and 
broyling heat , ſpoke it ſufficiently 
maliznant. The Morning after bice- 
| our Pariſizu Doitor empties 
him with a Purge of Deco, ſene.. 
Ger. and #7a;z. Next day after his 
Devotion at Maſs , upon his viſit 
hnding him worſe , interpreted by 
him to happen, becauſe he was not 
ſufficiently emptied , immediately 
cauſed him to ſwallow the ſame 
Potion with an addition ; Still worſe 
and worſe, notwithſtanding repeats 
the ſame Purgative fix or eight Mor- 
nings ſucceſſively ; All his Symp- 
toms perſiſted in the ſame tenure 
of Malignity , until the Dr. had 
given over Purging, and then much 
ado abated, and at laſt the Syferer 

recovered. 
$ 2.The Moral this Methodiſt ab- 
ſt:aGts from the preceding manage- 
ment , was, that Quiotidian Pur- 
ges are al-quate Remedies of, ma- 
lignant continual Feavers ; though 
by me contrarywiſe conſtrufted , 
Viz 
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viz, That thoſe daily evacuations - 


raiſed the ebullition of the Bloud, 
hindred the digeſtion of humours, 
prevented the tranſpiration of the 
fuliginous malignant Sa/rs through 
the Pores, enraged the vital and 
animal Spirits, and were the ole 
cauſe that obſtrufted the Cure : a 
tendency whereunto did not appear 
before the Al-xandrian Garthartick 
was omitted. This young man had 
more than Hercules 1n his Nature, 
that could at once thus ſtruggle 
with two enemies, the Feaver, and 
thoſe Purges ; and if any thing is 
properly termed a Phylicians trying 
of Skill, Experiments , tricks, or 
Irmpune ludere de? corio humano , this 
was. And if this be Methodus meden- 
di, I defire to know of Mr. Dr. what 
is the M-thodus occidendi ? However 
not to rob him ofthe honour of the 
firſt Inventor, I muſt do him Juſtice, 
in Recording, that it was he, who 
was firſt Anthor of exhibiting Mer- 
c4ry 10 the Morning , and Diacodinm 

at 
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- at Night againſt Hylterick vapours; 
whichMethod 4id more than anſwer 
his expeQation , by raiſing a Saliva- 
tion ſeveral days after. 

$ 3. But I would have this No- 
ble Doctor not be ſo arrogant , as 
to engrols all new Methods to him- 
ſelf, ſince there are others of his 
Brethren of the faculty of Parzs, 
who make much more noiſe than 
himſelf, particularly the Doctor of 
Contraries, who with Opinm and 
Jeſuits-Powder ſhall make more va- 
rious ſorts of paſſes at Diſcaſes , 
. thaneverany RomanGladiator with 
his Weapon ; and theſe ſhall be 
hits, and do execution. As for 
inſtance, if the DoQtor is applyed 
unto , for his aſſiſtance againſt a 
continual Feaver, according to his 
laſt good or ill ſacceſs in the like 
caſe, gives his direction for blee- 
ding, or omits it ; then with an 
nnparalelld afſnrance makes at the 
Diſtemper with an ample Doſe 
of the Jeſuits: Powder , PR 
this 
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this fierce onſet with a freſh ſup- * 
ply of the fame Bark every fourth - 


hour ; And finding the fiery adver- 
ſary provoked , prod:ices his other 
Champion ( 72:7) to encounter 
him : fo between theſe two Bravo, 
frail Nature doth too oft lie down; 
and yield, and the Paticnt is 
brought to Tis »/tiznm wale. 

v 4. The Sil Pox, (a Dt- 
ſtemper ſo unaccountable to moſt 
Phyſicians, and therefore Empirt- 
cally treated, whence Nurſes do 
equally vie with their Worſhips 1n 
the Cure ) is by this Gezeral;/zz0 
( contrary to all ſence and expe- 
rience ) countermined with Spirit 
of Vitriol and Opinma, by which 
beyond all others he is infallible in 
procuring att Euthanaſia. Good God, 
how the Univerſities do rob the 
Plough ! But 4 propos, let me 
make an offer to this grand Mint- 
{ter of Medicine, if his hamour 
holds of making purchaſes npon the 
hves of his Patients, I wall boa fide 
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- 'for one years purchaſe, ſell him 
Annuities upon the lives of all (or 
none ; for ſome Natures are fo 
robuſt, that nothing can ſubdue, 
and therefore ſome few may eſcape) 
he ſhall treat with the Bark and 
Oz:«z2 1n continual Feawers , and 
with Spirit of Vitriol and Landa- 
aum liquidum 1n the Small Pox. 

$ 5. Ships cannut be ſteered ſo 
many various and contrary courſes 
by one Wind, as Pliy{icians tumble 
and toſs the ſame Diſeaſes by this 
ſingie part of Medicine , called Me- 
th:d. So here we have another of a 
bouncing Fame, that ordered coo- 
ling Juleps for a young Lady his 
very near Neighbour, until the 
Small Poxx budded ferth, then 
bleeds her the day before ſhe exp1- 
red , and commands to be given 60 
arops of Spirits of Harts-hoza , one 
hour , and {ixcy drops of Spirits of 
Sal A»3n9a:re the other hour . and 
lo de hora in hora to be con: ined 
in a few ſpoon'u's of a very brisk 
Cordial. 
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Cordial. This Method was perſi- 
ſted in , until ſhe died with ſome of 
the Cordial in her Mouth. In caſe 
of this Nature , I ſhould prefer the 
counſel of Celſrs, That it is better 
to let a Patient die, than to kill 
him. 

d 6. The attendant that exhi- 
bited the Drops, gave me this ac- 
count, and probably to make the 
number of Drops ſeem more pro- 
digious , might expreſs ten or 
twelve Drops in a Doſe more than 
what was given ; however, 1t was 
a vaſt quantity, And the Catho/:ct 
Apothecary, to huih the matter , 
kept the Receipts ſo cloſe, thut a 
view could not be purchaſed at any 
rate. The bleeding I preſume was 
adviſed to ſtop the Hemorrhave at 
the Noſe, and ſo two Taps ſet run- 
ning at once, muſt ſoon exhauſt 
the tender Cask. 

d 7. It was an undaunted boldneſ; 
of Method, that lately inſpired 
another Phyſick DoCtor, to gp 
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his Patient three or four Gobbets a 
day, each mixt with Sixty, ſome- 
. times Seventy , ſometimes Eighty, 
and ſometimes Ninety Grains of 
Merciry Sublimate dulcts , and thele 
reiterated, until etzht or nine Oun- 
ces of Mereury was {wallowed. It's 
remarkaÞ!e, that here was an half 
ounce , five, and fix Drams , that 
15 three hundred and ſixty Grains of 
Mercury Sublimate Dulcifyed , or pre- 
pared 2nick-ſilver, taken each four 
and twenty hours. 

But I believe, your ears itch to 
hear, for what it was the S»ferer 
was condemned to this Penance, and 
what became of him, being thus 
tortured by the Phyſick Inquiſition. 
His crime was getting a {mall Shax- 
ker , which a Surgeons Boy had un. 
Skilfully cicatrized, without Purging 
him more than once or twice. Four 
or five months were ſcarce elapsd, 
but the malignity 15 mounted up 
Stairs, and daubs his eye-brows, and 
hairy ſcalp with cruſty Scabs, being 
coveriids 
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coverlids tolittle Ulcers underneath 
them ; a while after the ſinful Di. 


{temper takes a carreer downwards, , 


and there on the lower part of the 


tibia, 1ntrenches within a circum- 


vallation leſs than a Crown-piece, 
mining into the Bone night and day, 
and cauſing a moſt exquiſite pain, e- 
{p< cially noQturnal ; then a Coach- 
keeping Apothecary takes him to 
task, and with Pill and Diet conti- 
nued for a month or fix weeks , re- 
moves all but the {hin-pain, where 
I ſhouid have told you, a Node was 
riſen. After this,theCoach keeper de- 
livers thePatient up into the hands of 
the fore mentioned Dozti//imo && Ex> 
pert:i/imo medico delli incurabili, who 
leads him a dance of M. rcrry. What 
new (tzps and Coupecs the DoQtor 
made in this Conrant /:verole, 1 
have vlready given you a Brevaate. 
Not h;r:g remains, but to acquaint 
you "11h ike intended burden of the 
SOLg , and inat was by railing a 
S:livation, to caſt out the Bee/z +5. 

Know 
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Know therefore, that the Aerexry 
did not come out at his Bung hole. 
for he ſeldom had more than one 


_ natural Stool, as they call it, and 


ſome days had none ; neither did 
the Patient falivate., If you enquire 
then, what became of the 22-rcyry, 
the Doctor tells you, it made 1ts 
exit per poros cutis ; this 1s quaſ 
vero indeed, The truth is, he did 
not ſalivate a falivable Ly2»ha, as 
moſt do, but inſtead thereof he 
he voided a pint, and a pint and 
half a day of coagulated or c outed 
bloud , and ſometimes long ſtinking 
ragged ropes of ſincere Bloud ; bur 
as I ſaid before , no Ly»ph, cicher 
thin, ſlymy, or ropy, fo that a 
Gallon and half , or rwo Gallons of 
Bloud was forced our of his Throat, 
and his Jaws. The Surgeon who 
underſtood the aflair much better, 
and in my opinion may deſcrvediy 
be ran-'d among the moſt expert 
and knowing of this ave fteps 1n 
between , and very mudeftly offers 
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himſelf a Mediator between the Do- 
ctor and Patient, and by undeniable 
arguments recuces the Doctor to 
reaſon, and thereby to a Truce ; of 
which the chiet Article was, that 
for the ſpace of a month or tix 
weeks he would defiit all acts of 
hoiility , and for that time leave 
oft his Merczr:2! Bombs, In the H- 
ferim , the Sf ror was to gather 
his forces out of a nourithing Dyer, 
and then by mtual agreement the 
War was to commence again ; 
But fo it happened, that I was

conſulted before the expiration of 


the term limited , and upon a full 
rehearſal of all tranſaQtions , I tonnd 
that the Coac-hkeeper had puſhr 
on the point fo far, that here was 
no Salivation neceſſary ; which had 
it been continued ad 72fi2itum, could 
never have ſcaled or ſcraped the 
Shinbone, and therefore a Cauſtick 
was azrecd to he applyed, to arrive

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preſcribed to be mixt with equal 
parts of boil'd Milk, to drink thrice 
a day, Horis Medicis. Brevity obli- 
ges me, not to tell you, how this 
Salivation , ( had it been requiſite ) 
was to have been managed with leſs, 
than the twentieth part of D#lcis. 
This 1s not all, here is a /celetoa 
indeed ſurvived the Mercarial Wars, 
and I muit allow , that ſo great an 
impreſſion and weakneſs 1s left upon 
his Bowels, that their tone and 
{trength will not be recovered, until 
the ReſurreFiov. By this advice I 
am almoſt aſſured , I have Clexched 
the Nail on the other (ide. But the 
quantity of the Mercury given 1n a 
Venereal caſe, bears no proportion 
to thoſe vaſt Doſes of Fe/nits- Powder, 
our Excellezzti//imo gives 10 continu al 
Feavers , or numerous drops of La#- 
aanum Opianun Liquidum in thoſe, 
and moſt other Dittempers.

IFF T T Pon thoſe, that lay fo 
W1 weighty a ſtreſs on their 
Opiniator Methods, ought to bs im- 
poſed a Voyage to R#//ia, there 
to exerciſe their Galexiciſms upon 
rhe Bozars, and others of their next 
{ubordinate quality, who receive 
Phyſick from the hands of their Me- 
aico's upon no other condition or 
terms, than if the Pills, Potions, 
Powders, and Bleedings, have not 
the pretended ſucceſs, thoſe that 
adviied them, are to juſtitie the 
rationa'icy and experience of them 
1pon their own Bodies, in a doubie 
proporiien : As thus ; a Noble Pa- 
tient havinz by rhree or four Bleed- 
ings received a palpable prejudice, 
or poſſibly bis untimely difj-atches 
| to 
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to. the other World , the adviling 
Phyſician for a puniſhment of his 
unwarrantable and unski}ful ra{h- 
neſs, 1s to be blooded fix or eight 
times 3; or if by a plenary Purge 
he ſnould happen to eradicate the 
Difeate and abounding humours, 
together with the Life and Soul 
of the Patient, the Phyſician 1s 
obliged to ſwallow down doubic 
the quantity of the Purge, which 
if he ſurvives, he expiates his 
crime , and juſtifies his practice at 
rhe colt of his own Body. I hope 
that you believe, that thoſe Phy- 
ficians, upon return to their own 
Countrey , will appear well ſeaſo- 
ned win caution, mature delibera- 
tion, and conſcience , much diffe- 
rent from thoſe, whoſe 1Me-morres 
I have fo lately preſented you. 

y 2. Had this Juſtice of R#sf/ie 
12 any wile awed a Phyſician of 
the Coaclave, he would with much 
more care and caution have ballan- 
ced the force of his Purge , with

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the ſtrength of the Patient. A 
wealthy Merchant on P. FH. unto 
whom he had preſcribed Sezza, 
Agaric , rad, Aſari , Syr.

Upon my 
return from the Country, where 
the concern of my own health had 
detained me a conſiderable time, I 
expoſtulated the matter with the 
Apothecary (that in my abſence had 
preferred the Phyſician to this em- 
ploy) why he had not ſhewn my 
Bills, preſcribed in a former fit of 
| Sicknels, 
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Sickneſs, to his Excc/l-ary, whence 
he mizht have taken juſt meaſures 
of the Idifacrafs, and ſtrength of 
the Sick perſon ? He readily told me, 
he had ſo done, but the DoCtor 
took little notice of them , repiying 
by a particular Mcthod he had done 
oreater feats in 42s, than this 
ſeemed to require, However the 
caſe being irrevocable, it was de- 
ſired, few words m:ght be made of 
it, and therefore as you fee, | 
have not made many. But did tne 
publick good ſo much influence any 
honeſt judicious Phyſician, as to- 
become an O4ſervator of fuch Me- 
thodifſts, in the ſpace of a yeat he 
might exeeed a Volume larger than 
the S-ptuazints ; but then for that 
term it's neceſſary he ſhould have a 
Sault aarae , tO {ave his brains from:

The Method of Phy- - 
fick 15 a rational order of Remedies 
to be applyed to the body of man, 
to cure Internal and External Di1- 
ieales ; which conſifts, firſt in the 
knowledge of the Diſtemper , and 
cauſe thereof, the Election or 
Choice of proper {ufficient Reme- 
dis, and then reaſoning within him- 
ſz1f, which Remedy ought to be 
applyed brit, when, and how, 
which Second , and Third, &. 
How 
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How long each is to be continued, 
and when the Firſt, Second, or 
Third 1s to be changed. So that here 
you ſee the M-:hod of Phyſick im- 
plyes naturally two particulars;Firſt, 
the knowing of the Diſtemper and 
Cauſe ; Secondly, adequate Reme- 
dies, that ſhall remove thoſe Di1- 
ſtempers, and their Cauſes. Hence 
are made theſe deductions. 1/7, That 
Diſtempers and Remedies are Re/a- 
ta, in reference to the M-thod of 
Phylick, the Diſeaſe being the Re- 
[itn , and the Remedy its Correla- 
tum. 2ly, Since in Logick it isa trite 
axtome, that Rel/:zz do mutually 
conſtitute and aboliſh each other 
( Relata fofe mute ponunt & tollunt ) 
there can be no Method of Phyſick, 
where at the {ame time there 1s not 
a Diſcaſe,and a proper adequate Re- 
medy, to cvre thar Diſcaſz ; and 
therefore in re{pet of the 17 :h:41us 
are inſeparable. 3/7, There 1s ne- 
cellary (according to what my del- 
cription of 31\thodaus Cork exprets) 
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a Ratiocination in the Phyſician 
within himſelf, the reſult whereof 
makes a practical Tzdication , or con- 
clauſion : Thus , This Diſtemper 1s 
hot, therefore the Remedy muſt be 
cooling ; it 1s cauſed by a Plethory, 
therefore Bleeding 1s the Remedy ; 
or a Cacochymy, therefore purging 
is tO be adviſed. So that the reaſo- 
ning part 1s nothing elſe, but the 
apprehending rightly the nature of 
the Diſeaſe , and collecting thence, 
what Remedy it natnrally doth 
- point at, ſhew , or indicate ; and 
therefore the Diſeaſe , Cauſe, ur- 
gent Symptoms , and ſtrength of 
the Patient, are properly called [»/- 
c4;:512, Or Pointers at Remedies ; the 
Remedies pointed at are termed [- 
dicata; and the coliecting , conclu- 
ding, or ſ:mming them both up is 
named: the Indication. 4lp, As then 
the M:thodus Med di doth imply 
the knowledze of all Diſeaſes, Cau- 
{ſes, Symptoms, and-what parts they 
are inherent in, and likewife the 

knowledge. 
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knowledge and experience of all 
Remedies., ſo it doth conſequently: 
comprehend the ſum, and ſubſtance, 
or total of the whole Art of Phy- 
fick, and is the end and the ultimate. 
point , whereto all the parts of Phy- 
tick do rend, and therein concenter ; 
{o that only he, that is Maſter and 
Door in the Method of Phylick, 
doth alone deſerve the Name and 
Title of a Real Phyfician ; all others 
that pretend to Phbylick , being Em- 
piricks, Quacks, or Mountebanks, 

d. 2, Having briefly and gene- 
raily thus deſcribed the true meaſure 
of diſtinguiſhing real from preten- 
ded Phyficians , Jet us alſo deſcend 
to ſome Particular. T am not only of 
opinion , but poſſibly certain, that 
notwithſtanding all the delnfions of 
Anatomy , great Scholarihip, won- 
derful parts, Vatinting and Boaſting, 
the ſcatand cauſes of moſt Diſeaſes 
are uoknown and miſtaken by the 
Commonalty of Phylicizns, as I 
frall make evident in another place 
OS, -. 
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of this Treatiſe. Wherefore thoſe, 
which I have- Entitled Methodiſts, 
are no other than, P/eudo-mthodict, 
as neither nnder{tanding Diſeaſes 
nor Remedies, and conſequently 
neither the Indicantia , Indicata, nor 
iadicalion.

OP Falſe Methods, and Methodiſts, 


d I. s 4 Hey are thoſe Falſe Me- 
# thodilts, who boaſt, that 

with COpinm, and Teſuits Powder, 
they can cure all Diſeaſes, though 
inſtead thereof they either Pallizte 
for a time , or too oft lend their 
Patients to their Anceſtors. Neither 
are they advanced to much higher 
form, that imagine ordinary Dil- 
penſ{atories are ſutticiently ſtock'd 
with Medicines adequate to the 
Cure of all Diicaſes, whereas they 
contain few others, than ſuch as 
way t{erve for Vehicles for greater 
: Medicunes, 
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Medicines , or are only virtuated to 
remove flight ſuperficial Diftem- 
pers. Whence I may juſtiy con- 
clude, among a hundred Phyſicians 
you ſhall find Ninery tive Learned 
Mountebanks, and poſlibly five 
Real Phyſicians;which confirms that 
diſtinQtion to be truly Logical, that 
there are two forts of Mounte- 
banks, the Learned , (though God 
knows, too many of them are very 
defective even in the School-Diſci- 
plice) and the orher Iliiterated, 
who make their ſhew on their Banks 
or Stages they mount ( whence 
ifſnes their Name) or on the Cor- 
ners of Screets on Poſts, obtruding 
a thouſind Talliries to the Vulgar, 
to defraud them; whereas the Learp- 
el £2: irks aPpocar ON their Anato- 
mical theatre,. or Coaches . and 
privatcly in the Patients Houles 
Quack thcir Abuities, that the Di- 
ſtempers they find the ſufterer 1s 
afAlicted with, they have irequently

to enter them, would fail of the 
yertue the Jeſuit is endowed with, 
wherein all theſe rc97its meeting, 
do therefore render it ſpecifick,

mours , open Obſtructions, and re- 
move the conſtipation of the Pcres : 
The ſecond , toevacuate the whole 
Body, and Bowels ; but particularly 
C 4 to 
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ro averruncate thoſe Viſcons Putridf 
Humours about the Stomach, wheref 
the focys, and minera mali Iye 
abſconded : The third , in caſh 
Vomiting is counter-indicated by 
wealcnels, tenderneſs of Sex or Age, 
indiſpoſition of Parts, or milne{ 
of the Diſtemper, not requiring a 
Medicine of that efficacy. Thekſ 
depletions and evacuations being in 
{ufficient meaſure and proportion 
premiſed , the Relique of putrid hu: 
mours ought to be precipitated tof 
the Guts , or Bladder , or the Fer. 
ment (as they term it, ) bound 
up by a ſpecifick ſtyptick , as the 
Jeſuits Bark, and feveral others; 
which done, the Spirits return toþ 
their ſeveral funQtions, and thei 
Concoctions are reſtored to their 
Vigour, whereby new humours and 
juices are engendred, which gra-ſ 
dually diluting and qualifying thc 
foremention*'d remaining ferment, 
the Ague is totally cured without 
danger of. relapſe. But in caſe the 


Tefuits | 
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| 7:/«its Bark ſhall be exhibited im- 


mediately, before the body is deple- 
ted, and evacuated, as of late years 
hath been the prafQtice, the Febril 
jterment 15 by longer detention aug- 
mented, and much deteriorated, 
or rather thoſe putrid Ebullititious 
humours do not only receive an ad- 
dition in quantity , but quality, . 
which ſometimes amounts to ma+ 
lignity. This is not all, obſtructions 
are inveterated, the Bowels ex- 
treamly weakned , and ſubverted 
in their temperament, whence more 
dangerous and obſtinate Diſeaſes are 
to be expected, than the Ague it 
ſelf. So that when ever the Fits ſhall 
return again, they ſhall appear ar- 
tended with far worſe ſymptoms 
than formerly , and continue much 
longer , and oft times be converted 
to double tertians and guarians, be- 
ing only ſingle before. I have more 
than once known, that a fingle 
tertiau , by applying the Bark too - 
early, before proportionabie eva- 
Cs cuations 
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cuations or depletions, hath been |þ 
forced into a continual mortal Fe- 
ver, the violent ſtyptick Medicine 
having impelPd the ferment , or 
thoſe Putrid febril humours into the 
oreat veſſels. Neither will the purge Þ 
Willis mentions fo/. 142. the infu- 
fion of Sexz and Rhybarb ( pur. 
poſely adduced to avoid thwarting | 
of his Hypotheſis ) fignify any thing 
in a ſtubborn, or inveterated zer7ias; 
it muſt be a Cathartick of another 
nature, and greater energy, among 
which I could diſcover one to the 
Phyſicians of P. that at once or 
twice purges oft thoſe Viſcous pu- 
trid humours 1n a great part , the 
other it precipitates to the Bladder, 
and the remainder it fixes , which Þ 
three properties ought to concur in 
any Medicine, that deſerves to he 
named a Febrif:;z2ue, or ſpecifick 
Azxtipyretick ; but that would be ca 
fting Pearls to Sw. 

In the ſecond precept great doſs 
of the Jeſuits Powder are — 
c 
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leſt by too ſudden a cohibition 
' you crowd the ferment into the 
great Veſſels, or by too great a 
doſe, or weight, it precipitate it ſelf 
downwards into the Guts, and 
| purge, and fo carry it ſelfoff, not 

- unlike Mercurius Dulcis given in a 
Doſe to raiſe a Salivation , inſtead 
| whereof, by its weight and fer- 
mentative quality , as they call it, 
It purges, whereas by ſmall Doſes 
it anſwers the intention ; though I 
am not ignorant, that ſometimes 
| ſmall Doſes may by its ad{triction 
precipitate , and detrude looſe floas 
ting humours downwards , and ſo 
' become per acciders laxative , ( as 
| medlers are ſaid laxative, prima 
' menſa comeſta) and by that it ſig- 
| nifies the body requires a purgative. 
The fourth Cannon enjoyns a- 

nother Purge after ſome interval, to 
attempt the carrying oft ſome part 
of the humours, that have been 
bound up , (before the ebullition 
revives, the vertue of the TJeſuzt 
belng 
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being almoſt worn out ) and tc þ 


cement the remninder by a few 
Doſes of the Bark. 


If upon conjeCtural computation Þ 
the relique of morbifique matter | 
jhall be deemed conſiderable , a-f 
nother.

may well extend, ſince after ſeveral 
previous ſubductions of humours,

what reinforced, doth abide in

The occaſion of the ſixth injunction

is n{ed with all the caution,and ſuc- 
cels imaginable, {till Experience 
awards neceſſity of an aperitive or 
deobitruent courſe at the next ſea- 
ſon, or at leaſt the ſubſequent 
ſpring, to delete the veſltiges of the 
Bark, and the ultimate impreſſions 
of the Febril lees, or ſediment ; but 
a caveat 1s put in againſt Chalybeats, 
they in point of aditriction being 
Siſters to the Jeſuit , as hereafter 
{hall be more plainly made out, viz. 
That all Chalybeat preparations, and 
particularly ſuch as are called erro- 
neouſly Aperitive, are highly ad- 
ſtringent , ſtyptick, obſtructive, and 
binding per ſe. Alſo that moſt of 
thoſe preparations of Steel, which 
are termed ad{tringent, are rather, 
Epulotick and Emplaſtick. In my 
Treatiſe 
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Treatiſe of the Scurwy, I have partly 
proved the aſſertion , and given in- 
{tances, how extreamly dangerous 
the uls of Steel 15, if miſappſyed, 
hundreds, I may ſay thouſands, 
owing the irrecoverable loſs of their 


Health to it , and not a few the loſs 


of their lives : Yet notwithſtanding 
theſe convincing proofs, not only 
Steel, but the Jeſuits Powder, and 
Landinim, are become the three 
Quack-Medicines of this Age. 


That St--/ 1s the bane of thef 


Lungs, doth not only appear by 


its ſuppreſſing expeCctoration , but þ 
_ alſo by crowding and forcing grols 


Phlegimatique and Salin humours 
up to the Lungs, whence inevitadly 
Conſumptions and HeCtick Fevers 
do enſue , whereof I have ſeen 


* frequent inſtances in young and old: 


And notwithſtanding it ts ſo highly 
cryed up for opening obſtructions, 
I have more then once obſerved 
ſome Women, that have made uſe 
of Crocus Mzrtis Aperitivus (HY 
0 
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ſv called ) for the procuring thei 


'F -a/trza, have fallen into an jncura” 


ble ſuppreſſion. Per accidezs it doth 
ſometime prove de-obſtruent, by 
crowding Humours and Spirits up 
into a heap, until at laſt they burſt 
through , and then by Exploſion, 
vio'ence of motion , and a forcible 
ſtream , they carry all before them, 
and ſo become aperitive, not unlike 
to a rivulet, that is dammed up 
with a bank of mud , which ſtop- 
ping the water until it 1s ſwelled, 
and gathered into a great heap, 


is at length thereby burſt through, 
which happening, moves impe- 


tuouſly , ſcours and clears all before 
it. Moreover, the material princt- 
ple of Steel being Vitriol , which 
is allowed adftringent , and obſtru- 
ive in the higheſt degree, doth 
ſtrongly confirm what before 1s 
alerted. .

' tobe taken ſuddenly from the uſe 


of it, for fear throngh want thereof

| preſcription I ever yet beheld , con-. 


ſiting of contrary Ingredients, and 
conſequently Heterogeneous, which 
neceſſarily muſt ferment in his body, 
and therefore inſtead of allaying the 
Febril fermentation ( erroneoully fo 
termed) he doth conſiderably aug- 
ment it ; whereupon the Patient 
growing worſe, he thought it not 
fafe to truſt himſcit to him alone, 
though a Pazrr/arch , but muſt have 
another joyn'd with him, to render 
the caſe worſe, who agree 1n the 
NCXt 
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next preſcription , which is a De-| 
coction of bitter , and ſweet , v4:, 
Liquoriſh, Gentian, Jeſuits Bark, þ 
Centaury , e&c. A Medicine as ys 
but more pernicious than the former, þ 
being wholly Empirical without 
ſenſe or reaſon, 1 perceive theſsþ 
two Gentlemen aſcrib'd the chief 
energy of the Jef. Bark in fuppreſ-Þ 
ting of preternatural fermentations, ſþ 
to the bitterneſs of it , and therefore þ 
to exalt the virtue thereof, the 
other bitter Simples are added; it 
ſo, why is Liquoriſh put to it ? 
2aly. It is univerſally obſerved, 
that all things that do ( mover: 
aluum)) caule Stools, not only 
infringe , but deftroy the Virtue of Þ 
the Jeſuits Bark : Wherefore it is 
very ſenſeleſs, to add Centaury, 
Carduus, and Gentian , which by 
a ſmart ſtimulation and potent de- 
terſion do all occaſion Stools , and 
conſequently precipitate and throw 
off the Jeſuit in a great meaſure, 
The manifeſt truth hereof you wy

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nd by giving the Jeſuits Bark to

pours. But ſince thoſe Volatile Al. 
calies cauſed no abatement of that

fore on the 29:5. they endeavour 
to purge them off by a violent Purge, 
the ſtrongeſt that ever was prel- 
cribed to the ſtrongeſt man, and in 
the greateſt doſe, viz, Twenty 
grains of Pi/ © dyobzs, conſiſting 
of colocyathis, and ſcammany.

For ordering a valiant Purge, 
when a continual Fever ( not 
without ſaſpition of malignity ) 
was near the ſtate , whereas it 1s 
accounted a great errourto adviſe a 
centle purge in the beginning and 
augment of a mild continual Fever, 
Now, had any other that was not 
of their Coxclave, been guilty of 
an errour a thouſand parts lefs, they 
would in that Country have proſe- 
cuted him not for z-a/e praQtice only, 
but Murder. At laſt the ſufferer fell 
into Ratling in his Throat ( the 
neareſt Symptom to death ) which 
they ignorantly believed , was occa- 
lon'd by the, humours mounting, 
and therefore they appoint him a 
Muſtard gargle , which ſtifles him 
immediately, inſtead of halling 
Flame out of his Throat by roaps. 
In concluſion, may I never be guil- 
ty of ſo much Knavery , and Igno- 
rance, as to become a Conclave 
Phyfician.

ignorant management of Fevers and

moſt incertain in his method, a plain 
evidence his Theory appeard to him- 
{elf dubious and falſe , which impels 
him ſo oft into various difterent cour- 
ſes. Fora conſiderable time continual 
Fevers were endeavoured to be re- 
mov'd by bleedings, and acid Juleps, 
but many more dying than recov'r- 
17g, put the Phyſick DoCtors upon 
a cOn- 
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a contrary method ; namely, upon 
the uſe of Volatil Alcalies, as 
Spirit of Harts-horn , Spirituons 
$udorific-waters , &c. throwing off 
Treacle-water , becauſe conſiſting 
of one or two acid Ingredients a- 
mong many alcalies. T his manner 
of cure prevailing leſs than the for- 
mer, they fall into an Empirical 
courſe , as exhibiting Jeſuits Bark. 
againſt all continual and intermit- 
tent Fevers , which now by all men 
is judged to be more fatal then any 
of the former. Whither they will 
apply next, who knows ? tho' ſome 
already have caſt oft the Bark, and. 


began again with Acids,others with 


Alcalies,as being according to their 
ſentiments leſs Jethiferous. By theſe 
contrary courſes a Conclave- Phyſi- 
tian betrays his Ignorance in 
Theory, and unskilfulneſs in Pra- 
ice.

I. O make a Superſcription to 
| a Phyſician, be his Name 
what 1t will, v/z. to ſuch, or ſuch; 
Do#or of Phyſick, would now adays 
appear very foppiſh and idle; where- 
as the DireCtion ought to be,to ſuch, 
or ſuch, Dottor of” the Feſuits Bark 5 
for all Diſeaſes,that require to be cu- 
red truto, cito, Jucunade, are wholly 
and ſolely to be managed by this 
Paxacea', the mode or method of 
Application, juſt Doſe, Time, Pre- 
paration, Repetition , SubſtraCtion, 
Addition, Diviſion, Multiplication, 
and innumerable other Circumſtan- 
ces, being ſo extreamly intricate 
and difficult, that they cannot be 
| D 2 iclt, 
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felt, heard, or underſtood in leſs 
time, than 10 or 14 years ſtudy in 
an Univerſity ; though the brſt 
Founder of this Order, Dr. T abs, 
of immortal Fame , conceived all 
this _ Myſtery in one nights 
Drunkennels. 

2. But beſides theſe Saviz, there 
is another ſort of DoQtors, that live 
at the Sign of the Peſtil 2nd Mortar, 
and who are of the true Race of the 
great Prophet above-mentioned, and 
conſequently by deſcent are gifted 
with the knowledge of diſcern- 
ing good from evil Bark ; they 
know how to bruiſe, ponder, and 
ſift it, 1nfuſe, extra, impaſt it into 
an EleCtuary, or Pills, and weigh it

Jeſuits Bark , paying therefore a 
Tribute of five or ten Livers, and 
then is remanded down to an infer:- 
our Knight of the Peſtil, who alſo 
for his Commodity and Attendance, 
expects in the end, by reafon of ſe- 
veral Repetaturs, to be trebly fſatis- 


fied; what 1s this, but purchaſing 


Health at the ſecond hand ? So that 
generally throughout all Parrs, the 
Apothecaries having 50 or a 100 
Patients to the Phyſicians one, it's 
an infallible Concluſtion , that the 
Company of Apothecaries get 50 
or a 100 times more than the Band 
of Phyſicians ; for an Apothecary 1s 
continued to the end of the Diſtem- 
per, the Pliyſician oft-times makes 
but one Viſit or two, and then is 
diſmiſſed : beſides the Apotheca- 
ries oft have hundreds of Patients, 
whom the Phyſicians are never car- 
led unto, either becauſe they pre- 
tend, and oft really do cure them as 
well as the DoCtors, or becauſe the 
D 3 Pa- 
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Patients are unwilling to be at a dou- 
ble charge. Hence you may ealily 
extratt the Reaſon, why five ſixths 
of the Phyſicians go with their hands 


in their Pockets all day, the greateſt I a 


part of Buſineſs paſſing only through 
tew mens hands, ( though ſome of 
*em are much more ignorant than 
the others ) whereas there 1s ſcarce 
any little Apothecary, but one time 
or other in the day, there 1s Life 
perceived in his Mortar. Now this 
ſcarceneſs of Buſineſs being by Phy. 
{icians (who probably with all the 
World ſick at once) imputed to too 
great a {ſhare one hath before ano- 
ther, ( though fallly, for it's equal- 
ly enough divided amongſt moſt of 
em, ſome few only excepted ) 
makes them growl and ſnarl at one 
another, like ſo many barking Ani- 
mals at a Bone in the Water, they 
can't come at ; whereas all this 
while, were the number of Phyſici- 
ans ten times greater than it is, there 


would be too much Buſineſs for 
them, 
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them, had they not imparted their 
Knowledge, Skill, Method, and Re- 
medies, to theſe inferior DoCtors, at 


Is | whoſe diſcretion it is now, whether 
it | any Phyſician ſhall partake with 
h | them in their Employ, and when- 
f | ever they do, it is oft-times to the 


Phyſicians own Diſadvantage, as I 
ſhall make appear to you. 

2. If the ſuperior Doctors will 
bid high for the Stock, the inferior 
do not want confidence to out-bid 

them, as the ſubſequent Teſt will 
plainly decide.

night. The Doctor, leſs jealous, 
good man, of the Apothecary, than 
of his own Wife, tells the Patient, 
this 1s a critical Evacuation, occaſio- 
ned by Nature's being ſtrengthned 
by the Cordial , and conſequently 
proves better than he intended; and 


ſo ſhams it off; and if the Party di- 
_eth, lays the blame on the malignity 


of the Diſtemper, without the leaſt 
miſtruſt of his man Doctor, who 
privately having much more the Ear 


— ofthe Patient, throws all on the Do- 


cor, expecting hereafter he alone 


{ ſhall be made uſe of in the Family. 


Another Knack he 1s dexterous in ; 
if the Door do not ſtand well in 
his Books, he impeaches the Phyſi- 
cian ſecretly of erroneous Preferip- 
tions, and tacitly turns off rhe Medz- 
co, introducing another that -will 
ſerve his purpoſe, and ſubmit to him, 
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in all things. In fine, there are a 
hundred Tricks, by which he eludes 
the Phyſician, do what he can ; and 
why not ? It is to his advantage fo 
to do, knowing to cure Diſeaſes as 
well as the other , and ſometimes 
better, having been intruſted with 
the Method and Bills of many Do- 
Qtors. As to my particular opinion, 
I do venily believe, the Apothecary 
15 rather fitter for Practice than the 


other ; for where the latter cures 


one Diſeaſe, the former cures twen- 
ty ; and where there dies one under 
an Apothecaries Hand , there die 
twenty under the Phytfician.

haps is dear enough |) are not able 
to beſtow Fees on Phyſicians ? Well, 
but ſuppoſe theſe 7zferior Doffors 
grow ſullen, and leave their Syper:- 
ors the Field , what will they do 
with their Patients ? Can they pre- 
pare Medicines ? Are they <kilful in 
practical Pharmacy, or Chymiſtry ? 
if not, what will become of the Sick? 
Neither is that part of the Art, v7z. 
Pharmacy, ſo foon attained. Per- 
haps they will pick 2 Quarrel with 
the Surgeons too,for practiling Phy- 
ſick ; whoſe Art doth entitle them 
to Bleeding, opening Impoſthumes, 
reducing of Fractures and Ditlocati- 
ons, Amputations, Trepanations,and 
dreſſing of Ulcers and Wounds, m-

viledze, it the Phyſicians deny them, 
can they perform all thoſe Chyrur.

6. I confeſs, I have not always 
been of this opinion, touching the

7. Moreover in regard many ſlight 
Diſtempers are carried off by purg- 
ing, It is found, that many Meadicine- 
mongers do vend a vaſt proportion of 
Purgatives under ſeveral Forms, at a 
very low rate, and to a great relief of 
the Poor,and benefit to the Rich : fo 
that computing theſe, the Practice 
of Apothecaries, Surgeons , Mid- 
wives, Nurſes, and skilful Women, 
the hundredth part of the Practice 
of Phylick is not left to Phyſicians ;

who apprehend , that nothing 0 
moment or rarity 1s attainable, un 
leſs long and diligent ſearch be madeſſþ 
in the moſt abſtruſe and profoundſſge 
Corners. Children would haveſfe: 
puzzled Archimedes, 1n their eafie in-Jon 
vention of ſetting an Egg upright. ſjto 
The Mines of Potozz# were diſCover- 
ed by Silver, found on the ſurfaceth 
among the Shrubs, though by their cu 
digging to a great depth in many ze 
Places, they got nothing but their for 
labour for their pains.

| Truth,is no great wonder ; where- - 
zs the Chain of Phyſicians, linkt to-. 
dfſecther for ſo many Ages, could ne- 
ever by all their Philoſophy, Traditi- 
1-ffons, Study, and their pretended ana- 
t, ſtomical Induſtry, diſcover the circu- 
r-Mation of the Blood, until lately ; a 
clthing much more eaſe, than the cir- 
r iculation of the Sea in the Medzterra- 
y$zeaz : for had they like the Sea-men 
r only reaſoned thus ; the Heart 
- through the Arteries doth conſtant- 
fly. throw Blood into the Extreams, 
1 and ſo did alſo the Veins, according 
eto the DiCtates of all Phyſicians, 
tpirom the beginning of the World, 
- until forty or fifty years laſt paſt. 
- | Were this true, in leſs than an hours 
time

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time all the Blood of the Body muſt 
be thrown into the Extremities ; 
and then what monſtroully ſwell, 
red, bloody Hands and Fingers, Feet 
and Toes, Nole, Lips, or in ſhort, 
Face and Head, muſt a man haye 


had ? For according to their Maxims, 


it is moſt abſurd, that two contrary 
Motions ſhould be granted to Hyu- 


mors, flowing in the Veſlels ; nei- 


ener 1s it poſſible, for the Heart by 
Pulſation doth always throw from 
it, and what muſt then become of 
all that Blood ? Here the very Sea- 
men would have told you, the Blood 
muſt take up ſome other courſe, and 
return through other Channels ; and 
what could theſe be, but the Veins, 
that throughout the whole Body do 
tor that purpoſe accompany the Ar- 
teries, through which the Blood is 
conveyed again into the Heart : and 
this 1s the Circulation, which any 
man would have thought might ea- 
ſter have been defeted, than the 
{ctting an Egg upright, or the _ 
PR 
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ation of the Mediterranean. Here 
ou may ſee, what a dull {tupid ſort 

of People Phyſicians have ever been, 
as if their hard ſtudying and poring 
on the Elements, iemperaments, 
Humours, Faculties, and ſuch like 
Tries, had benumm({d their Brains, 
which makes %em look with their 
Eyes fixt and 1immoveable, their Bo- 
dies ſtiff, like automatick Statues 
walking up and down. Had the 
Apothecaries, who have their Sen- 
ſes and Tongues voluble enongh, (if 
not too much ) applied themſelves 
to the Invention of the Circulation, 
they would have found it out with 
leſs labour and time,than the making 
up of a Compoſition of Mithridate, 
or Treacle. For all this, though 
the Invention did not partake half 
theſubtiltF-it ſeemed, yet ſuch was 
the Envy and Detraction of Phyſici- 
ans, they rather choſe to aſcribe it 
to Varandews, Ceſalpinus, Padre Paulo 
S$2rpa, and others, than to the real 
Author ; and Liadanxs, the Profel- 
E for 
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for of Lezdez, ( under whom T be. 
gun my Courſe of Phyfick ) pre. 
tended to prove the Circulation out 
of ſacred Writ. And now it is ſet 
on broach, Cz bozo 15 it beyond Spe- 
culation, or what uſe or advantage 
do they make of it in curing Diſca- 
ſes, or deſuming curative Indicati- 
ons, which if any where, ſhould be 
moſt apparent in Fevers ? Yet not- 
withſtanding, the ſame ſenſleſs Me- 
thod, and fruſtraneous Remedies, are 
{till continued, without any conſide- 
rable Alterations, the poor broil'd 
Patient by their conhdent and de- 
ceitful Infinuations gulPd of his Mo- 
ney, and Lite in the Bargain ; for in 
no Diltemper doti the faiſe Art of 
Phyfick adduce leſs Benetir, and 
greater Detriment , than 1n rhis; 
and ſince the firit Impreton of this 
Corclave, they are generaily fo plun- 
ly convinced of their kiilinz Errors, 
in giving the F-/uits Bark in continu- 
al ard remitting Fevers, as they term. 
them, that the ſame men do now 

OPCN- 
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openly aflert it to be deſtruQtive in 
all ſuch Fevers ; but who ſhall expi- 
ite their paſt Crimes, in murthering 
ſo many Perſons of all Ranks and 
Qualities by it ? Let's alſo put their 
other Methods to the Teſt, where 
commonly the firſt great Remedy ad- 
viſed is Bleeding, which they fay is 
to abate Plenitude, ( Plethora ad wi- 
res at leaſt ) but what Plenitude can 
there be ſuppoſed a day or two be- 
fore the Patient dies, at which time 
[ have known ?em to preſcribe Phle- 
botomy, even on the ſame day the 
Sick expired ? Others affirm, they 
bleed to cool the Body, which with- 
out diſpute it doth, but how, they 
know not; though Rz/az, with the 
reſt of his Frezch Phyſicians, afſerts 
Bleeding to refrigerate in Fevers, by 
quickning the_ Circulation , which 
running otter ut, doth expel 
tnoſe hot Steems and Evaporations 
1n greater abundance ; but then this 
being roo frequently repeated, drives 
ut the vita! Spirits, drawing Death 
E 2 at 
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at their heels, eſpecially in Caſes of 
Malignity; whence it appears,though 
moderate Bleeding 1s very proper 
and advantagious, yet they have not 
ſenſe enough to tell you how. The 
next Deſign is to preſcribe Diaphore- 
tick Juleps, Bo/zs's, Drops, and Pow- 
ders, to expel the Cauſe of theFe. 
ver by Sweat. How pernicious this 
15, you {hall underſtand by the e- 
quel. Obſerve then, that Nature 
ſeldom throws off any morbitique 
Matter by beneficial (or critical ) 
Sweats, unieſs it be firſt digeſted or 
ſubdued, and afterwards ſeparated, 
at which time Sweats are proper, and 
Nature being debilitated , requires 
aſſiſtance from ſnitable Sudorihcks; 
on the other hand, while Hnmors 
are 1n an high Ebullition and Com- 
buſtion , to exhibir hot 1nflaming 
Sudorifticks, ( which go under the 
Name of Cordials} is to make an ad- 
dition to the Inflammation , abſorb 
that little moiſture that's mixt with 


the Blood, and augment all the fe- 
bril 
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bril Symptoms ; for it's more ealie 
to force Water out of a Flint, than 
to promote Sweat in ſome burning 
feveri{h Patients ; and if you ſhould, 
it muſt be with vaſt detriment, for 
no febril Matter (as I hinted before) 
5 carried off betore Digeſtion and 
Separation, Thus you may behold 
the Iznorance of Phylicians. The 
ſt Remedy 15 Bliftering, by which 
5 intenced the attracting the Malig- 
nity to rhe Circumference, which al- 
ſo doth ſeldom ſucceed, unleſs the 
Ebullition be ſomewhat abated, and 
that is nſually towards the latter end; 
ſo that if applied in the beginning, 
as I have known fome have done, 1t 
d>th occaſion the ſame Miſchiefs,the 
fore mentioned Sudorificks cauſed. 
Among a multitude, I will give you 
on2 Inſtance of a Perſon of Quality, 
labouring under a mild ſort of remrt- 
tins Fever, againſt which I adviſed 
bleeding in the Arm, an antifebril 
DeeoRion for ordinary Drink, and 
ſpecitick Draughts againſt the Pa-

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roxyſms. Theſe anſwered expeCt- 
tion, in reducing the Diſtemper toa 
conſiderable abatement , infomuch 
thaton the third or fourth day, the 
Lady was about her Chamber, and 
had her Mez/#ruz come down upon 
ker, flowing after their uſual man. 
ner; all very good Signs : but it 
hapned, that a Perſon of Honour re- 
tated to the Patient, out of care and 
tenderneſs towards her, was deſirous 
her own Phylician ſhould be ſent for 
next morning early, who appearing 
there, thought it neceſſary to do 
ſomething, and therefore cauſed F. 
?ifpaſtick or bliſtering Plaiſters to be 
applied to the Arms and Neck; 1 
coming two hours after, found the 
Plaiſters on, and was told, I muſt 
meet in the evening to conſult with 
the other Doctor, in vogue a very 
great Phyſician I afſure you ; but] 
replied, The Conſultation ought to 
have bzen beiore the Application of 
the Bliſterers, and therefore it was

Arg. 3. A purgative Glyſter muſt 
needs be forced upon the unfortu- 
nate Patient, which I ſhould have 
moſt ſtrenuouily oppoſed, nothing 
adding more to a febril Ebullition 
than a Purgative, raking up a Mud 
alſo, which otherwiſe might have 
continued dormant. Mopxſieur te 
Medecin. finding no great Feats by 
his acid ſpirit of Salt, imitates the 
DoQor of Contrartes, in experiment- 
ing the ſtinking alcalious _ of 

arts- 
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Harts-horn, with no better ſucceſs. 
Therefore perceiving, that Nature 
was grown fſullen, and would not be 
pulled or halled, neither one way 
nor other, concluded it to be high 
time, to provide for his Reputation, 
and call in one of his own choofing, 
that ſhould hide his errors, as pro- 
bably he had done reciprocally for 
t'other. Now lets ſee, how both 
pull at the Bell-rope. The Velica- 
tories are commanded to be applied, 
which operated no more, than if 
they had been ſtuck to one of the 
Bed-poſts, for the Reaſons Lhave al- 
ready giyen you before ; ſo that 
conſequently by them the Ebullition 
was raiſed yet higher; and now the 
grim Gentleman with his Sythe doth 
begin to appear at the Door , for 
there was a very great oppreſſion of 
Reſpiration, and the Breath fetcht 
thick and panting, (an infallible ſign 
of Death in Fevers ) which ſymp- 
tom 1s endeavour'd to be reliſted by 
the Spir. ſalis armoniac. and the An- 
t1- 
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tihyſterick Julep , ſuppoſing the þ 


caule to be uterin Vapours, that in 
their erroneous opinion was judged 
not only to infeſt the Lungs, but the 


Brain alſo, whence proceeded that 


vacillation of Mind, litrle Cramps 
all over, and ( which is a /peczes alſo 
of Convullion ) a /ub/ultus tendinum. 
Wherefore in reſpe&t of the afetus 
Cercbri & totins generis Nervoſi, 
there was Ag. Pe2x. comp. and Tix, 
Succini added to the Julep ; and ;to 
ſecond this great Work , the Hair 
was to be cut off, to. give vent to 
thoſe uterin Evaporations ; allo an 
attractive Cataplaſm to draw 'em 
out þy force. Notwithſtanding all 
this Clutter, thoſe ſymptoms in- 
creaſed, which ſpurr'd on our two 
aſſociated Phyſicians in applying 
Cupping-glaſſes , hoping to inter- 
cept the Vapours, and to pull em 
out by the middle , before they 
mounted up higher. That which 
encouraged *em to this hair-brain'd 
Advice, was, that the aſhſtant hy * 
1- 


te 
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ician had oft been preſent with me, 
here I adviſed the application of 
uppirig-glafles to a Perſon of Ho- 
nour, who being ſometimes furpri- 
zed with {tifling, ſyncopal and con- 
vulſive Fits, as1if he had been upon 
the moment of Departure, was ever 
inſtantly relieved, as if by Miracle, 
through the uſe of Capping: glafles ; - 
but then it's to be conceived, theſe 
Fits were certainly occaſioned, by 
venomous Steems flying up ; where- 
as 1n the Caſe fore-mentioned, thoſe 
ſymptoms were erroneouſly appre- 
hended only for ſymptoms of the D1- 
ſeale, which in effe&t were alſo 
ſymptoms of Death, occaſioned by 
Blood copioully thrown into the 
Lungs, and now. beginning to cor- 
rupt and ſtagnate. Moreover , to 
apply Cupping-glaſſes to the region 
of the Diaphragm , which is the 
chief Inſtrumenc of Reſpiration, 
what was this, but wholly to put a 
ſtop to its motion, and ſtifle the Pa- 
tient upon the Spot ? And how could 
theſe 
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theſe Cups have been applied to the 
Navil and Thighs of a Lady, with. 
out the greateſt breach of Modeſty, 
Certainly moſt Phyſicians as they 
are meer Brutes, ſo they are the moſt 
ignorant of Mankind. Laſtly , To 
give the Patient Le coup de grace, 
they cauſe a ſmart irritating Glyſter 
to be infuſed into her Guts , and 
what's moſt ſenſleſs, mixing there- 
with Tzintture of Amber 3 as it the 
Fundament with a Medicine applied 
to it, were a proper place to cure the 
Brain ; or the Forehead, to cure 
Corns of the Toes. And fince a Pa- 
tient 15 at the laſt gaſp, and on the 
point expiring, were it not better to 
ſxter her to depart quietly, than to 
kill her ? But that too oft happens 
through want of judgement to dil- 
cern , whether the ſymptoms be 
ſymptoms of the Diſeaſe, or ſymp- 
toms of Death,

r $1. T T has been hicherto the opinion 
if £ of Phyſicians, that a preterna- 
- | tural Heat diſperſed throughout the 
» | whole Body, and continued to ſome 
| | ſpace of time, isa Fever, and the 
cauſe ofall the Symptoms attending ; 
as quick Pulle, high Urine, immode- 
rate Thirſt, cc. and thence their cu- 
rative Indication 1s cooling by Bleed- 
ing, cooling Juleps, Purging , and 
Diaphoreticks, and theſe very ſel- 
dom anſ{wering expettation., Now 
let us but change , or transfer the 
Notion, and State, that violent Pul- 
ſation 15 the cauſe ( mediate or im- 
mediate ) of all Symptoms, that ac- 
company a Fever, we ſhall ſoon diſ- 
cover many Truths, and be capable 
to give a clear Reſolve of the great 
num- 
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number of Doubts and Difficulties, 
that ariſe in Fevers ; alſo be furniſht 
with curative Indications , whence 
greater ſucceſs may be expected, than 
commonly attends the vain Endez- 
vours of Conclave Aſſociates. 

2. To paſs by all protounder Phi- 
lofophy than Senſe, let us only ſup- 
poſe , violent local Motion 1s the 
cauſe of Keat and Burning, witneſs 
the rubbing of two hard Sticks one 
againſt another, ſo long until they 
take Fire, as the I7d/ans do for want 
of a Tinder-box, when they intend 
to make a Roaſt ; likewiſe a Wheel 
by its violent motion ab3ui tine Axel: 
tree, doth eaſily take Fire, untels 
prevented by greating. 

The Heart then being ſtimulated 
by heterogeneous Particles, and acu- 
leous Salis of various Fizures, 1s 1n+ 
cited to quicker and more forcible 
Motion or Pulfation, whereby the 
Biood being wheeled quicker and 
{rronger round than naturally, doth 
ſoon beget a greater proportion of 

| Heat, 
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Heat, which by continuation, and 
a ſtronger motion,is ſuddenly advan- 
ced toa higher degree of heat, that 
inflaming the bituminous and ſulphu- 
rous parts of the Blood, doth eaſily 
kindle them into violent Flames, 
which then is to be called a Fe- 
ver. 

2. That which advances the Blood 
andSpirits toa higher degree of Heat, 
is the fluggiſh or ſlow motion of the 
Blood in the Veins. cauſed by too 
creat a plenitnde,whereby the Veins 
being crammed up, mult neceſſarily 
impede it in its motion. Now the 
Heart upon thoſe ſmart Irritations 
moves faſter and violenter, throw- 
ing the arterial Blood with a tuller 
ſtream into the Veins, than they can 
poſſibly carry .it back to the Heart, 
which cauſerh the Heart and Arte- 
ries co beat ſtronger, or rather vio- 


Aenter than before ; becauſe it meets 


with reſi{t»nce, namely, the cram- 
med Blood that will not, or cannot 
move ſo eaii.y forward as formerly,

from which violenter local motion, 


the Heat muit neceſſarily be ex- 
treamiy intended, like unto a Ham- 
mer, that ſtriking on a Natl, or any 
thing that's hard enough to make 
reliitance, grows hot upoa a few 
ſtrokes, whereas ſtriking a twelve- 
month together on a Feather-bet, 
{hall not contract the leaſt warmth, 
Whenceobſlerve, that the thumping 
or ſtrong Palfations lick People ner- 
ceive 1n their Heads 1n Fevers, are 
only occaſioned by the carotidal Ar- 
teries, raiſed to a higher and more 
forcible Pulfation, by the reſi{tance 
it finds in ſtriking forward the Blood, 
that is thrown into the S/zz5's of the 
Dura mater. 

4. Beſides the plenitude, or cram- 
ming up of the Veins with Blpod, 
there is another cauſe of the retardx- 
tion and unaptneſs for motion in the 
Blood, which is its ſeparation into 
groſſer and thinner , heavier and 
lighter , bituminous and falin-mer- 
curial parts, occaſioned by the con- 
t1- 
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tinual quick and violent motion of 
the Blood , in manner not unlike 
Milk , ſeparating into Butter and 
thin Milk, by being violently moved 
ina Chairn. Hence it 1s,that Blood 
let out by Phlebotomy in a Fever, 
appears of various Colours and Cons 
iltencies, which heretofore and ſtill 
is by moſt Phyſicians called putrefied 
Blood. 

5. TheBlood being thus ſepara- 
ted into various parts, the bitumi- 
nous Particles being very inflamable, 
become a Fewel to the febril Fire, 
and the falin-mercurial parts turn 
acid , which in paſſing the Heart, 
do yet more forcibly ſtimulate it to 
violent motion. Beſides this uni- 
verſal motion cauſed by the pulſati- 
on of the Heart, there is another in 
the Blood it ſelf, which may very

is noother than a Membrane ) Bow- 
cls, Glanduls, and moſt, it not all the 
parts of the Body, to be fibrous, or 
to be madeup,and confift wholly of a 
complication of Fibers, of various fi- 
gures, and varioully diſpoſed or pla- 
ced, whence the whole Body may 
well be termed a Texture.

This 
Argument reſembles the other 3 be- 
cauſe almoſt in all Diſeaſes there are 
more Humours than Nature can ma- 
nage, even in pulmonick Confump- 
tions, and at the moment of death 
in Fevers 3 for a pound weight of 
Skin 1s too much for a dying Patient 
to bear, and would you therefore 
flea him? 

' IL. Being a Phyſician to a Noble- 
man, that had laboured two months 
under a chronical Diſtemper, ſome- 
times complicated with a ſymptoma- 
tick Fever, that would continue a 
day or two; another Phyſician of 
great Note was by a Stranger 1mpo- 
ſed upon me, to conſult with.

He cryed out again, Bleed him, bleed 
him; I demanded, for what 5 T other 
replied, To take off his Fever, it 
will coo] him; but being askt how, 
It gravelPd him. In ſhort, I con- 
cluded with an hypothetick Aflent, 
If you pleaſe to kill the Patient, you 
may bleed him, and I will leave him 
to you, Afﬀer him ſeveral other 
Phyſicians were introduced, who re- 
ported publickly, the Patient would 
die; and fome, that he was dead : 
yet after all this, the Noble-man 
was cured by me, and continues in a 
good ſtate of Health, By the way

and if a man doth ſometimes conquer 
fuch a violent Diſtemper, 1mpute 
the Victory rather to the ſtrength of 
Nature in the Patient, than ſuch 
teeble Medicines. I know your Cu- 
riolity will demand, what Remedies 
they are, that are virtuated with a 
power to effect ſo great a Work. I 
anſwer, That the Materia medica, 
whereout they are to be prepared 
you ſee one ſort every day, if you 
look but a little beyond your Noſe, 
you need not grub for it in the depth; 
another you tread upon; and a third 
1s as common 1n your Mouth, as the 
Bread 
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Bread you eat : what they are fur- 
ther, I ſhall never diſcover publick- 
ly, nor commit their Preparation to 
any Apothecary 3 for it's not fit ſuch- 
Medicines ſhould be abuſed by every 
Conclave-Phyſician. 

14, The Delirium, that ſo oft fur- 
venes on Fevers, has its ſource from 
Blood, that's too copiouſly thrown 
out of the carotidal Arteries into the: 
Sinys?s of the Craſſa meninx, and the 
veins of the Brain, which by. exct- 
ting a preternatural Heat, fſubverts 
the temperament of the Brain. The 
truth hereof appears, by the Reme- 
dies I have uſed on ſuch occafions, 
which in half an hours time have re-- 
duced the Patients to their right 
Reaſon, by no other manner of ope- 
rating, than by cauſing a free Circus» 
lation 1n the Brain. 

Why a ſudden Fright, or other 
violent Paſſion, doth ſometimes 1n:

livered, renders 1t moſt evident, vis.
